UNITED NATIONS (UPII — The general As¬ 
sembly voted late Monday night to seat Communist 
China in all UN bodies and to expel the Cliinese 
Nationalists. U.S. Anbassador George Bush called 
it a "moment of infamy.” 
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A 33->’ear^ld Russian alup 
jumper told immigratiuci of- 
tiqiaU in Victoria Monday he 
was disenclianted with Rus¬ 
sian politics and iu*opagundu. 

The man, Andrei Vlasov, 
fonner seaman on the Rus¬ 
sian h'eighter Uzhurma out of 
VladiVMstok. told special in¬ 
quiry officer Robert Reid at 
the immigration building in 
Victoria he w'as sick and dred 
of hearing Imw' Russia W'tu 
(irst and Russia was tops, tn- 
lenireter .Mex HoriJatuk of 
1U5 Kingham, View Ro>al, 
told the Colonist. 

In a press conference fol- 
towing the Inquiiy Horbatuk 
said Vlasjv told newsmen he 
had listened to the Voice of 
America radio and iound ks 
accounts to be much different 
Irom die Russian version.

Tlie vote to seal the Peking 
government and expel Chiang 
K.'ii-shek’s Natitmalists was 
76-35, with 17 abstentions. 

Ihil the real test, (ureshad- 
owing tlie ultimate outcome, 
came an hour earlier when a 
U.S. resolution to require a 
bvo-thirds vote lo expel tlie 
Nationalists was defeated by 
the assembly, 59-55, with L5 
abstentions. 

Bush, who quarterbacked 
what X;n ubsenert regarded 
as Washington’s wxrst dipto- 
matio defeat in the histqp’ of 
the world organization, was 
obviously downhearted at the 
outcome. “I hot>e the UN will 
not relive this mofnenl of in¬ 
famy,” Bush told a news con¬ 
ference after the vote. 

Nationalist Cliinese Foreign 
Minister Chou Shu-kal said 
the United Nations “is now a 
cimis.” 

“1 have seen Chamberlain 
with his umbrella and a piece 
of uajier and a vear later war 
broke out.” Cliovv said. “I 
hone that by this det lsit»n the 
UN will not become unser¬ 
viceable,” 

Chow’s reference was to 
then RrlHsh prime minister 
Neville Oiamberlain’i return 
from Mimlch in 1938. CHrr>'ing 
an umbrella and waving a 
paper to proclaim'“peace in 
our time” as result of agree¬ 
ment to Adolf Hitter’s ui- 
vaaion of Czechoslovakia. 

U N Secrelprv General 
Thant sent a cablegram to 
Peking Informing the Chinese 
of vlctoi^’ on tlielr terms.

Muscle Tone Lost 


DR. U. C'. THOMTICAON. M.ll. 

Hear Dr. ThoatMon: I hod a 
stroke five months ago. It af¬ 
fected my right liand and 
my speech. My ^}cech came 
iMck^ and my hand was Im- 
prr)ving with thera|>y exer¬ 
cises. 

But about six weeks after 
the stroke the hand began to 
swell. an<^j)gw I cannot com¬ 
pletely close'll. I still do exer¬ 
cises but the hand continues 
to be swollen and the doctor 
has given me no reason for it. 
~ Mrs. B. H. 

There can be different rea¬ 
sons. for such swelling, but 
perhaps ihe oommonest, In 
ti>e circumstances you de¬ 
scribe (following a stroke), Is 
the loss of muscle tone. 

Blood circulation, you see. 
doesn't depend entirely on the 
IHjmping action by tlw heart. 
The circulation is very much 
aided by a squeezing action 


on the bkxKi vessels by mus¬ 
cle movement. 

If circulation is not up to 
par. congestion develops: 
more fluid than normal ac- 
cumuiates in the tUsues, In¬ 
stead of being swept along by 
a brisker circulation. 

Wtvm yixi have a stroke, It 
moans that s^ene (lart ytau* 
brain no longer can send sig¬ 
nals to certain muscles, tell¬ 
ing them when to move. So 
the muscles don't move. Or 
don't move much. 

Without much muscle activ¬ 
ity in your luind. the circula¬ 
tion suffers. 

So by all means keep on 
with y<tur hand exercises, and 
I would add this suggestion; 
when exercising your hand, 
keep your arm. or anyway tlie 
forearm, pretty much horizon¬ 
tal. Rest it on a table for ex¬ 
ample. 

T^n periodically raise the 


arm over your head, or tip to 
shoulder level. The purpose of 
this Is to aid circulation not 
only by muscle movement 
but by making use of gravity 
when the arm is raised, 
blood flows downward ttnvard 
the heart, and when the arm 
is lowered, fresh blood easily 
flows the other way. This 
doesn't work in a hurry, but It 
works.. 

Another cause of such swell¬ 
ing is called the shoulder- 
hand syndrome, a reflex ner¬ 
vous disorder of an extremity 
that can follow a stroke. Kx- 
ercise, especially involving 
the shoulder joint, Is Inqior- 
tant. But in that rase, if it 
hapiiena to be your case, bet¬ 
ter be guided by y*mr drictor’s 
advice. Anyway, as in the 
other situation, continued ex¬ 
ercise, over the long haul, is 
imiMirtanl. don't expect 
results overnight. You have to 
keep at it.

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Farmland Pressftrvation 


A lways its MCWEY. if it weren’t for the 
quecUon of where the funds would be found, 
the proposal of Agriculture Minister Cyril Shelford 
to slow down, if not halt, encroachment on farm 
land by housing and non-agricultural industry is 
excellent. 

Far too much of the comparatively small ara¬ 
ble land acreage of British Columbia has been lost 
already. But the farmer cannot be blamed for sell¬ 
ing out to the land speculator in the face of increas- 
ing costs, labor shortages, marketing restrictions 
— all of which add up to a small return on a large 
Investment. 

; The B.C. Federation of Agriculture has been 
digging for years at the many problems that com¬ 
bine to make large, as well as small-scale fanning 
uneconomic. On the operating cost factor, it has 
been attelhpting to gain some relief from crippling 
land taxes. The Shelford plan appears to go one 
better than the federation’s propoul for voluntary 
dedication of farmland by the owners in return for 
^moval of school taxes. 

■ ’The minister’s plan provides for the govern¬ 
ment to set up a si^ial commission and fund to 
buy the development rights on agricultural land 
from the farmers. ’The scheme would offer the 
farmed immediate cash, based on current land 
prices, or cash when he retires. He could still sell 
his holdings, but only for farming. 

It would mean preservation of open areas, or 
gi-een belts, although there would be provision for 
the government to change the land status at some 
later date. 


\ ’nils, along with the financing, is a weakness 
of the plan. It would give the government another 
field for playing favorites. Mr. Shelford’s sincerity 
in his desire to preserve green belts cannot be ques¬ 
tioned. But he must see mat the need, as great as it 
is now, can do nothing more than grow ^ong with 
the population. It is unfortunate he does not think 
"we can evi.r freeze anything for ever because you 
don’t know what will be ne^ed in 50 years from 
now." 

Perhaps he will have second thoughts, and 
perhaps the provision can be done away with when, 
and if, Ms plan is put into operation. 

He sees the most urgent need for farm land 
preservation in the Fraser Valley, which is under¬ 
standable In view of the burgeoning lower main¬ 
land population centres. 'Hie Saanim Peninsula is 
just as Important to Victoria, though, and while 
the scale is smaller, Mr. Shelford should take some 
action here as well. 

It would not be too big a job to undertake an 
immediate study, as la being done in the Fraser 
Valley, on farm land acreage and ownership. 

’The minister hopes that the vallw study will 
be completed before the next session of the l^sls- 
ture, \mich would suggest some action towards 
early implementation of the plan. 

It’s the development rights purchase fund that 
is the main worry, and this will Jtave to be thrashed 
out before any major steps are taken. Mr. Shelford 
sees a sharing formula involving the provincial gov- 
ei-nment and the municipalities. But municipalities 
get most of their money from land taxes.

Parliameni-’s Last-Chance Sounds 


Meddler From Massachusetts 


T he CHARGE BY SENATOR Edward Kennedy 
that Britain rules the six counties of Northern 
.Ireland “by bayonets and bloodshed” is a distortion 
of facts which, for a man with his sources of infor¬ 
mation, must be deliberate. 

It is the sort of wild accusation that might be 
expected from one of the gurunen of the outlawed 
Irish Republican Army. But it is not the statement 
of a responsible and honest man. It is rather a bla¬ 
tant piece of electioneering, a bid for the anti-Bri¬ 
tish vote of Massachusetts folk of Irish extraction. 

If Senator Kennedy still has aspirations in the 
direction,of a presidential nomination It is unlikely 
that this incautious leap into the internal political 
troubles of Northern Ireland will mark him as a 
candidate of Judgment, discretion or diplomacy. He 
will be seen rather as a prejudiced m^dler whose 
interference could seriously complicate the Ulster 
malady, for there is no doubt his condemnation of 
Britain’s role will encourage those Irishmen who 
i-esent any but a native presence on the island. It 
must be wondered if Mr. Kennedy has weighed the 
pain of the conflict he is aggravating against the 
satisfaction of his own selfish ends. 

’The senator has coupled his charge of British 
brutality, in Ulster with a demand that British 
forces be withdrawn from what is becoming “an¬ 
other Vietnam.” 


He has not explained to the constJtutents his 
exhortations are supposed to influence that North¬ 
ern Ireland is a province of the United Kingdom. It 
is not foreign soil. It is an area which the British 
armed forces are bound to protect, from terrorists 
or insurrectionists whether they are Ulster extrem¬ 
ists or invaders from the Irish Republic, or for that 
matter from the United States. 

People much- better informed that Senator 
Kennedy are well aware that a withdrawal of Brit¬ 
ish army units or even the briefest relaxation of 
their guard would result in immediate Intensifica¬ 
tion of the fighting, the stepping up of Irish Repub¬ 
lican Army intervention and retaliation by the so 
far relatively quiescent Protestant population. 

Dr. Conor Cruise O’Brien, an Irishman who 
acted as a United Nations nego^tor at the time of 
the Congo crisis, says bluntly withdrawal of Brit¬ 
ish troops would lead to the slaughter of outnum¬ 
bered Roman Catholics and a clvU war into which 
the Irish Republic might be drawn. 

And he makes this observation which should 
be news for Mr. Kennedy; “The great majority of 
the population (of the Irish Republic) is not anti- 
British, not anti-Protestant, and not violently 
Worked up about partition.” 

But the senator from Massachusetts would 
perhaps like to change all that

The Worst Strike Year for Britain 


npHlS year wiU go down in 
X Brltifh reoorde es the 
worst for strikes since the na¬ 
tion was partlyzed by the 
General Strike in 1926. And It 
is by no means over yet. 

On many different fronts 
the government faces wage 
demands of extravagant pro- 
portions: the miners are ask¬ 
ing for a 45 per cent Increase; 
farmworkers, engineering em¬ 
ployees, local authority 
workers and health service 
employees are making the 
biggest claims in uicir unions’ 
history. 


Not all these issues, of 
course, will result in strikes, 
but employers and ministers 
are junder no illusions that 
British industry is facing a 
rough, tough season. Not for a 
long time has the dilemma of 
those facing th« uniems been 
so shandy defined: whether It 
would be cheaper to settle at 
Inflationary rates (with all 
that implies in the long term 
for unemployment and costs i 
or. on the o^er hand, to dare 
the .unions to do their worst 
and sit out a costly strike. 

The first employers to be 
caught like this are the ship* 
builders, who have received a 
40 per cent demand from 
their wwkers. The response 
was immediate. 

“It would be wrong to let 
the occaslfxi pass wjtlH>ut tell¬ 
ing you of our dismay that a 
claim of this nature should be 
presented.” the shipbuilders 
told union officials, and went 
on to warn them that, if set¬ 
tled in full, the claim would 
.kill off the Industry. 

Similar warnings have been 
made to the three millicm en¬ 
gineering workers, who also 
want a 40 per cent increase, 
and to which the amazed em- 
pkiyers could only say that 
the demand was "phenomen¬ 
al

Trudeau the Voice of Growing Nationalism 


Kierans, Cordon 
Right All Along?

Canadian economic nationaUata, who for ao 
tong lambasted the U.S.-based muhi-nattonal cor¬ 
poration as a tool of American ImperiaUsm, now 
are in the process of being proven correct by none 
otter tten that fiee enteipriser, Richard Nixon. 
EJnc Kierans, Waller Goidon, the NDP’c Waffle 
grbup and others can lean back and say, “I told 
you so" in the wake of Nixon’s protectionist stance 
since Aug. 15. 


Until last week, Aaron Einfnuik was the Washing¬ 
ton-based correspondent of the Toronto Telegram. 


In effect, Nixon it telling !he*U.S.-bssed corpnrstinns Hist 
they tre citizens of the U.S. first, snd that their obligations 
are to that country before any other country. It's national- 
tetkio without expropriation. The president wants the cor- 
porationa to cut down their branch-plant operationa and con¬ 
centrate CXI creating Jobs at home so that Nixon will have a 
healthy employment picture when the 1972 election rolls 
around. 

In the past. U.S.-based multi-national corporationa have 
come under U.S. government pressure In a variety of ways: 
Trading-witMhe-enemy restrictions; repatriatkxwyf-pmfit 
schemes: the Interest equalization tax on U.S. foreign invest¬ 
ment abroad. Nevertheless, nothing compares with what 
Nixon is doing today. 

Just What He Wants 

Hia protectionism, especially the 10 per rent surcharge., 
makes U.S.-tiaKed inulti-nalUxial ooriMU'aUons extivmely vul¬ 
nerable to foreign retaliation. And this is fine with the pres¬ 
ident if this retaliation forces the corporations to use their 
capital and technology to create jobs in the U.S. 

The DISC (Domestic International Sales Corporation) and 
other tax-incentive schemes are designed to make it palat¬ 
able for the corporationa to export from their U.S. base 
rather than exporting from branches broad. If the tax incen¬ 
tives are not enough, the White House is willing to use 
sweeter bait and tougher methods to bring the corporations 
around to Nlxon'i way of thinking. 

U.S. corporations like IBM, Oontrd Data, and MdDonald- 
Douglas are being put on warning that the White House is 
unhappy with the way these firms have been "lured” abroad 
with subsidies and oontracta to places Uke Canada, thus 
"departing" joba from the U.S. ITie failure of Nboon to grant 
Canada its baditionat exemption fixm the surchage is In 
part due to the determkiatim of Washington to make the 
oorpCM'atians realize that XJanada is nci longer a safe place 
from which to export to the U.S. market. 

It may come as shock to the halers of the U.S.-based 
multinational corporation, but many of these corimrations 
dont like the Nixixi scheme. In general, many of these ca*- 
porations are truly intemationaUst in that they go where the 
profit ia, and lately Canada and other countries have been 
more profitable than the U.S. 

Besides subsidies and contracts, corporations which set 
up shop in Canada tiave not been plagu^ by American racial 
and crime problenu. Until recently, they have the advantage 
of the IB.Seent dollar aa «vell aa knMr wage rates. Naturally, 
the major advantage was generally free access to the U.S. 
market under the terms of a de facto North American com¬ 
mon market. 


Reluctance Voiced 

Typical of the reluctance of the corporations to give up 
their foreign havens and to return to a troubled U.S. lociety 
is a statement by IBM vice-f>resident David Grove who wants 
Nixon and his treasury secretary John Connally to he more 
moderate with forcing countries In trade and currency mat¬ 
ters. 

Obviously scared toat IBM and other oorporati<ms will he 
hit by retaliation. Grove said: "There are lots ot things that 
can be done to hurt the market and Investments of American 
companies operating overseas. Ask any exporter of the prob¬ 
lems of getting clearance through customs. You need licenses 
t) do a greet many things in foreign countriea, and licenses 
can be slowin coming, or can lie denied." 

Now if Kierans. Gtxxlun and the Wafflm are right today, 
k d.tes not mean they were right ptior to Aug. 15. As Grove’s 
attitude indicates, the truly multi-national corporation has 
often served foreign countries better than the U.S. To para¬ 
phrase the words of Stalin, the corporations are often "root¬ 
less oosmopoUtons wte have no great love tor any country in 
particular. 

In this context. It Is obvious that much of the uproar over 
the establishment of multl-natimiai corporations in Canada 
was not In the interest of Canadians. These corporations 
benefited Canada not because of idealism, but because the 
profit motive made it possible for them to create jobs in this 
country rather than in the U.S. 

To a great extent. Nixon is hitting at the U.S.-based mul¬ 
tinational corporations in Canada because of the rupture in 
rapport and relations between Washington and Ottawa. The 
White House is no longer willing to see Wall Street finance a 
country whose government has antagonized the U.S. govern¬ 
ment. 

The Herb Gray report, which has still not been issued, as 
well as other "noise" by the Trudeau government aliout Ihe 
dangers of U.S. capital only incited the White House to take a 
tougher line toward American Investment in Canada.. 

It May Be Too Late 

Obviously, it’s better for Nixon to repatriate this capital 
before Trudeau. Gray and the others In Ottawa finally come 
up with a policy to match their big words. By the time Otta¬ 
wa does come up with a policy, there may not be that much 
foreign investment worthwhile controlling, especially with the 
U.S. market being denied to the extKirts generate<l hy this in¬ 
vestment . 

In retrospect, the economic natir>nalists were blind not to 
see that the multinational character of U.S.-haaed corpora¬ 
tions often made these firms the Idea) allies of a true Canadi- 
^ an nationalism which recognizes that the main goal in keep¬ 
ing this country together is creating a viable economy. The 
Walter Gordon ty/ies found a wolf In sheep’s clothing where 
often it really was a sheep. ^ 

Unlike the big talkers in Ottawa who have shouted and 
growled for three and a half years, Nixon has struck with 
truly nationalist and nationalizing policies. 

This is the meaning of the sad refrain of Prime Minister 
Trudeau and his cabinet ministers that the U.S. is making 
Canada a hewer o< wood and drawer of water, a raw-ma¬ 
terial producing nation instead of an industrial country. 

It is unfortunate that Trudeau and his government did not 
realize what a good deal they had going in Canada prior to 
Aug. 15 when 85 per cent of this country’s exports had a 
guaranteed market in the U.S. The policies and sUtemenU of 
lYudeau end his government have jeopardized this market 
without finding a substitute. As a result, tve have the travesty 
of looking to an econofriically bankrupt U.S.S.R. to provide 
Canadians with the high standerd of living they have become 
accustomed to. « 

It’s too had for Canada that this country did not have a 
real economic nationalist like Nixon. There would have been 
less talk and more jobs.«.

For citizens of this huge country, the 
girl's unintentional slight seemed typical of most 
American’s attitudes.

Canada, the big friendly neighbor to the north, has typical¬ 
ly been for Americans a nice place to visit, a good place to buy 
English woollens and china and an excellent area to hunt, fish 
and ski. Also, a good market for American goods and a aecure 
source of such vital minerals as oil, iron, nickel and lead. 
Always there when needed, always friendly; sort of quaint; 
foreign, but not difficult — that was Canada. 

Decades of this attitude transmitted by American tourists 
and American communications media pouring over the unfor¬ 
tified border gave Canadians a national inferiority complex. 
The 20 million Canadians closely watched their 200 million 
neighbors to the south with mixed fascination and horror, 
knowing that Americans took them for granted. 

Beneath the teeming modesty, however, a strong pulse of 
nationalism in the traditional sense, has been gathering 
strength for the last decade or more, waiting to be encouraged, 
channeled and applied.

He cahevt tor a complete 
review and redlrectioD of the 
city's capital budget, "dras¬ 
tic" changes in planning poli¬ 
cies and renewed discussion 
of amalgamation of tlie fuui' 
core municipalities. 

One of his first tasks as 
mayor would be to ask coun¬ 
cil for an immediate reassess¬ 
ment (rf the city’s 86.1.3 mil¬ 
lion caiatal budget, apfiroved 
by ratepayers last year, Pol- 
ien told a press conference at 
his Yates Street office. 

Such a review. Pollen said, 
siv»uld be undertaken with the 
aim of deleting a number of 
inessential, but expensive 
projects, including a $250,000 
lire training centre, a $3GO,OOu 
ntad alignment planned for 
Blanshard. between Beilevtlle 
and Courtney and tlw pm- 
{lused widening of Cook fnoii 
Bay to Hillside. 

Pollen also empliasised the 
urgent neetl for an urban de¬ 
sign plan with guidelines fca' a 
complete rehabilitation the 
timer Harbor area, and future 
recreational needs. 

Pollen said he would stnmg- 
ly supiiurt the regional gov¬ 
ernment uon(«pt, but would, 
at the same time, attempt \o 
reopen neKotiations with the 
other three core municipal¬ 
ities, especially Saanich, I'e- 
gardlng the possibilities of 
amalgamatiun. 

He also said ha would rec¬ 
ommend to oHjncil the es¬ 
tablishment of an historical 
area advisory iMiard.

The famed Navajo rug. now 
in a new heyday, twrhatis best 
illustrates the paradox o»«n- 
fronting the oM craft arts: 
Quality Is higher than ever 
as are the demands ami the 
prices while quantity di|>s 
shandy each year. 

Referring specifically to 
pottery. but he may as well 
have been stieaking of rug 
and basket-weaving Uxi 
S|iivey says, "the art is 
flourishing and it’s on (he 
verge of extinction. " 

The reason, to an Indian, Is 
an old story; the clash be¬ 
tween the new and the old 
here meaning (he new (N:o- 
nomica of Fat City applied 
abrasively to the old, tradi¬ 
tional methods that pnxluced 
the timeless art irf the Indian. 

In simple economic 
terms. It just doesn't pay • 
and hardly ever did to 
weave a rug nr make a pot. 
No matter what you're willing 
to (lay, the pmfit to the artist 
Is vaniahlngly small on an 
hourly basis — far low'er than 
the going rate (nr a janllnr, 
gas atatkm attendant or field 
hand. 

The craft arts are nver- 
w h e 1 m I n g 1 y occupied by 
'women, and there is concern 
for her family. Many women 
are reluctant to pass their 
arts on to their children, (ire- 
ferring instead for the young 
to go out in the world.

Or. why not investigate 
some lawyers for the manner 
in which they defend the 
"crud?” 

Add to this the thouglit tliat 
Quebec sliould he fenced oft 
from the rest of Canada and 
you get an idea of how Van¬ 
couver business executive 
George Wilkinson feels about 
some facets of today’s society. 

Wilkinson U a former Vic¬ 
toria resident whose career 
has ranged all the way from 
bus driver to company pres¬ 


ident. with membership In 
two unions along the way — 
longshoremen and retail 
clerks. 

He served as secretary of 
the old Victoria Trades and 
Labor Council from 1943 to 
1948 and after that was a 
member of the B.C. Labor 
Relations Board. 

Tixley he Is president of tiie 
Inter-Provincial OonBtructl<»i 
Oo. of Vancouver and Is in 
Victoria for a conference of 
the Industrial Contractors' 
Atioclatl(m of Canada. 
which he is past president. 

But It was his former club, 
the Victoria Gyro Club, tliat 
he chose Monday as the 


sounding board for some of 
his opinions. 

He lashTed out first at the 
university scene, saying the 
majority of wdl^eanlng stu¬ 
dents and professors should 
turn on the “revolting ras¬ 
cals” and throw them out. 

“When students participate 
in riots causing structural 
damage make them pay for, 
or {riiysically work out. the 
damages,” he said In his 
address to the club. 

“Instead of letting our uni¬ 
versity facilities be used to 
\ear -such rabble as the 
Rubins, Hoffmans, Black 
Power and Black Panthers. I 
say let those who want to 
hear these self-styled revolu¬ 


tionary destructionists. travel 
at their own e)q>enie to where 
these jackals preach their 
weird policies of anarchy, and 
destruction,” he said. 

Wilkinson blames society’s 
apathy and permissiveness 
(or everything from hippies to 
the crimlnsJ element. 

“Without question we are to 
blame for many of society's 
sliortcomings. but this much 
I’ll stand firm on — we are to 
blame for letting the kooks 
take over — for letting the ac^ 
tdemic dictate to us.” he 
said. 

He Is strongly opposed to 
the abolition of capital punish¬ 
ment. 

“It completely esca(ies me 


why murderers, and particu¬ 
larly those who prey on chil¬ 
dren. the weak and tlie de- 
(enodets should be wept over 
and maintained at our ex¬ 
pense for long years of Im¬ 
prisonment — or worse still —> 
sprung on a legal technicality 
by some hotshot lawyer to 
again prey on society.” 

Wilkinson says the public is 
guilty of letting the police 
take abuse from “punks.” 

“And 1 think It's about time 
the bar association should 
question some of its members 
who seem to have a field day 
confusing, belittling, deriding 
and ridiculing police evidence 
— not to mention upholding, 
as victims of circumstance 


and presecution. known crimi¬ 
nals. drug peddlers, rapists, 
murderers, child beaters and 
aswnted cnid,” he said. 

He said he looks sa^y on 
tiie increase in child beatings 
and murdeni “by moronic 
parents whom a civilized 
country should never allow to 
bear children.” 

Wilkinson said he's not so 
sure some welfare recipients 
shouldn't be forbidden by law 
to have children. 

“Esqierts tell us we are now 
in the third generation of wel¬ 
fare with tome families.” 
he said. “Oertainly when wel¬ 
fare people start demandlpg 
their rights as welfare reci¬ 
pients, don’t you tiunesUy think 


we had better take a look at 
this situation?"
